“DON'TS” FOR DRIVERS. 

To the inexperienced motor- 
ist practically the whole dic- 
‘tionary seems to be 
“don'ts,” but’ there is Little 
doubt that the longer ose 
motors the more one realises 
the importance of this little 
word. ‘The following. collec- 
tion of don'ts,” varying from 
_the safety fivat aspect to the 
welfare of the car and better 
driving methods, are worthy 
of the attention of all motor- 
ists, 

Don't try to get too great a 
Mileage out of a gallon of oil. 
It won't.pay you. One often 
hears: and re of drivers 


who get anythiAg up to 5,000 — 


miles out of a gallon of oil, 
and this without.changing the 
lubricant in the sump. No- 
thing ia said, however, about 
the wear which takes place in 
the engine under these condi- 
tions. If the motor is to have 
a rensonable chance of 
trouble-free'life the ofl should 
be changed every 1,000 miles, 
and, for city soviegs every 
500. 

Don’t be’ tempted to buy 
cheap, unbranded oil; it will 
probably turn out rather ex- 
pensive in the end. 

Don’t neglect points that 
need lubrication merely be- 


cause they are almost In-. 


. accessible, 
Don’t - be. afraid of gear 
- changing.’ If you have not 


the knack of. getting the lever © 


across silently take a couple 
of lessons and get it. It will 
save you money, and will add 
materially to am driving 
Pleasure. 

Don't forget that you owe 
a measure of consideration 
and all reasonable courtesy to 
all other road users.’ Don’t 
drive in such a way as to 
splash pedestrians or other 
road users with mud if it is 
at all practicable to avoid do- 
ing .so. By keeping your 
wheels out of the worst pot 
holes and ‘going slowly. in 
muddy plnces you can avold 
a lot of inconventence to other 
people.

Mr, Burges Johnson, Director of 
Publi¢ Relation, at Syracuse Univer- 
sity, writes in the North American 
Review on “The Newspaper’s Lost 
Lendership.” He asserts .that the 
important man on any newspaper’ is 
the reporter, and until he Is sound 
the newspapers cannot be all that 
they should be Mr Johnson 
Baysi— 


“The primary functions of the 
newspaper are to collect, verify, and 
distribute the newa. Entertainment 
features, editvrial opinions, critic- 
isms of art, drama, sports—these 
are all secondary, to.the newapapers’ 
ehicf business. . 

“If finding and’ verifying the 
news is a first duty, the reporter 
becomes the most importunt person 
in the whole human structure of 
the Press. If his stnndards break 
down the Press breaks down. If he 
goes through a prozess of training 

preliminary: to employment, and ant 
office experience during his first 
years of employment, ‘that stiffen 
his moral vuckbone and develop his 
powers, first, to discover the truth, 
and then to write it down clearly he 
is more likely to develop into the 
type of editor that can resist com- 
mercial pressures’ of every sort. 

“Tf ne finds that employment as 4 
reporter wins the respect _of the 
community, it will menn his own 

" enhanced self-respeet. But the pub- 
“ie ‘must come to look upon the re- 
portei’s badges implying a peculiar 
akill, 2 peculiar degree of trust- 
worthiness, and a position.in the 
community of ‘greater dignity and 
responsibility than that implied .by 
the budge of an officer of the peace. 


He Distorts .the Interview.

thought. It is obvious. that one lead- | 
ing citizen's reapect for the Press is 
destroyed; and the power: of the 
Press to be of service te the com- 
munity ja equally weakened. 

“¥f such a reporter: as that goes, 
by a slow process of promotion, up 
to an edjtoria! desk, he has no con- 
ception of the proper place of a 
newspapey in ‘the cemmunity—so 
that the direction of the whole 
newscollecting organisation might 
far better be in the hands of the 
business manager! 

“If the legal and medical pioten 
sions place importance upon the 
personal character of apprentices, 
and by som2 process ‘of . selection 
attempt to, weed out the morally 
unfit it is even more important to 
our communities that there should 
be the same weeding-oitt process for 
apprentices in journalism. 

. “Granting character fitness, what 

. are the fundamentals of reportorial 
training? ‘First of all must come a 
mind receptive to ideas, and sym- 
‘pathies broadened . by well-directed 
atudy — ‘Ibicralising’ atudies that 
open long vitas into the crowded 
affairs of our present civilisation. 

, Then must come training in the 
- ability to see things objectively, and 
to, interpret what has been seen 
without a distortion due to personal 
prejudice.

‘Fortune found after a lapse of 
thirty years’; and it was not re- 
printed anywhere. A re-writer of 
ylennings from the news sent it out 
again, ‘Fortune found in old hair 
trunk’; and this was reprinted all 
over the United States. Here there 
was not addition of any fiction, bat 
an understanding of the value that 
Jay in -emphasising a quaint and 
homely fact. 

“In contrast to this, 1 recall an 
episode of a midnight ~ fire near & 
woman's college. The girls rushed 
from their dormitories in all stages 
of attire to watch a burning barn. 

“But it was not important that a 
barn burned, ‘and there is no news- 
value in the fact ‘that a lot of young 
women do not wait to put on all 
their day-time. ¢luthes; 80 a Tocal 
reporter had them descending from 
accond storey windows on knotted 
bed aheets.

Preliminary este. of new methods 
of using the “lung,” the American 
Navy's submarine escape device, 
have {indicated the feasibility of 
‘evacuating the crew of a disabled 
submarine in a quarter of tho time 
heretofore considered practicable, 
writes Rex Collier. 

The experiments, conducted for 
the «past few weeks at tho 
Navy. Yard in Washington, 
constitute the _ Intest step of 
naval experts towards submarine 
safety. The “lung” development 
comes in’ ‘the wake of successful 
tests with the Navy's new auxiliary 
rescue apparatus, the “bell.” Under 
present methods ‘of employing tho 
“Jung” an. individual breathing de- 
vice invented by, Frank Hobson, a 
civilian engineer in the Navy De- 
partment; Lieut. C. B. Momsen, 
Navy: submarine expert, and Chief 
[Gunner Clarence L. Tibbals, noted 
\Navy diver, the escaping men must’

a series of halts at depths indicated 
by markers on a buoy line.

- Cardinal Bourne On 
- Russia. 


Cardinal. Bourne, speaking at’ 
Watford (Herts) Catholic Church 
recently, described Russia as the 
greatest danger to the civilised 
world that had existed for many a 
Hong day. 

‘“It-is a Menace and a danger to 
us here in England, and Catholics 
must pull thelr whole weight in 
opposition to the subversive influ- 
ences which Russia is trying to 
spread all over the world. They 
| are at work everywhere, very skll- 
fully and as secretly as possible. 

“The mischief they have already 
done is beyond calculation. Their 
method is to get hold of people 
who are discontented and dissatis- 
fied. We have a-large number of 
and on that account 
fhe Russian Bolshevists have a 
field in which to work ‘such ag 
|they never had before. We must 
be on our gitard against the doc- 
trines which are 
by these men, 

“Catholics must realise that aus 
thority must be respected, and 
that no good purpose could pos- 
sibly be served and no end obtain- 
ed by followIng the methods which 
have brought Russia to a state of 
utter degradation. Do not believe 
that anytuing you read about Rus- 
sia is exaggerated or short.of the 
truth, We may go through a 
‘period of great difficulty if we do 
not set ourselves as adamant 
against these things.”
